It ll remarkable that a man oT Mr. Adenaiier'i 
yean ihould have been able to maintain the mental 
rapBdty and the physical resilience to lead his 
cxNintry from the c^pths of postwar ruin to unex¬ 
ampled prosperity. He was over 70 when he assumed 
the chancellorship and it is mainly due to hia efforta 
that West Germany has recovered so swiftly from 
the defeat that left the Reich split in two and In 
finanrial and social chaoa. 

Hie great aim of reuniting the two halves of 
Gennaoy fniled, and this may never come to pass, 
but In all elae his ha.s been the driving force that 
restored West Germany to its present important 
BUtua in the affairs of Europe. 

"Der Alte,” as he is known, wa.s a Bismarckian 
Iron chancellor in his personal power and authority, 
and there is call now for a wider diffusion of the 
influence that will guide West Germany in future, | 
but hie is a name that is etched for all time in the ' 
annals of his fatherland. 

He steps down as a titanic figure whom his 
txaintry has wise to remember with reflect and 
graMude even if in some circles of the Western 
Alliance his resignation may eeae aome of their 
problems. 

The Hard Workers 

F'ANADA's parliamentarians according to report.s 
^ ‘ from Ottawa are still showing some reluctance 
to regard repr es enting their conatituenta in the House 
of C^ommone as a full-time Job, even after their pay 
Increase. Not all of them, of course. But too many. 

Thus most people will have been more than ever 
surprised to note thst the House did s hard day's 
work on Monday, when the great majority of Cana¬ 
dians were taking time out to observe Thanksgiving 
Day in various plea.sant ways. The MPs could hardly 
have been blamed, pressing as the nation's busineas 
may be, if they loo had participated in the enjoyment 
of the holiday in the general tradition. To have been 
engaged in parliamentary battle dn this day of 
rejoWng seems at odds with the spirit of the occasion. 

The cynical might obseive however that a day 
worked now is a day sooner the session will end, in 
all likelihood, and a day sooner members can escape 
from Ottawa. And indeed the even more cynical 
might remark that a long weekend would be no 
■p^al treat to those of the MPs from relatively 
near points—and they do not lappear to be much 
reduced In number by the rise in their remuneration 
—who make four-day weekends their regular habit.

In carrying It out with¬ 
out a tremor, an utter contempt 
tor death.” 

Hw Romans led ■ garrison on 
the rock. lAter. Osrlallan monks 
iicrupled It, and the remains nt 
a small and handsome church 
ail among ttw other ruins. 

From bme to time hold travel¬ 
lers scrambled to ttw lop of 
Masada. It was not mapped 
accurately until .IXici. and it has 
never been excavated. 

Hw result of excavations can¬ 
not ot course be predirted. Here 
they know they will find some 
of ttw earliest mosaic pavo- 
nrwntt in laraei, pnrti at Itw 
painted wall* at Herod's palace, 
carved rakimna.

Soma of Hie raves have town 
used by Oiriatians and have 
crude crosses on ihe walls, but 
others ran he reached only bv 
ropes.

Carden Notes 

Destroy Hangers-On 


Nostalgia Stimulant or Poison 


By M. V. CnSNVT, FBHS 

In yMterdny'i column 'ws diicuM- 
cd gutten unitation, and I urged tha 
need for a really thorough clean up 
every autumn, with all infected ma¬ 
terial going to tha garden bonfire or 
tha Indneratar. Aa an example I men- 
tioned botrytli diacaie of peonlei. 
eoMly eontrollad by cutting dnevn and 
burning the ipent to|>gniwth. 

Fallen fruit, lying on tha ground, 
providea a coay winter home lor aU 
kindi of pests and diaeaae ipores. 
Gniba hibernate in theae arindfalla, 
emerging aa egg-laying winged in¬ 
sects In the spring, ready and willing 
to Infect your trees. 

a a a 

Brosen Rot, Apple Scab and a 
dozen other diaeasee of fruit trees 
can live through the wtntw on fallen 
fruit and on leaves and other Utter 
that collects In the hedge bottoms, 
releasing alr-bome spores next year 
to re-lnfect your trees. A rake and a 
bonfire are powerful weapons against 
theae plagues. 

It la even more dangerous to leave 
any fnilt hanging on tha trees 


throligh the winter, for these are aiv 
other very common source of infec¬ 
tion. The ntere fact that an apple or 
a plum continues to cling to the tree 
in^cates that something is very 
wrong, for a healthy fruit will al¬ 
ways fall; this is natuia’s method 
of sowing her see^. 

a a a 

Thaaa hangers-on will shrivel 
through the winter, and in spring 
will be covered with a mould rather 
like dirty cotton batting. This is the 
fruiting stage of the disease, in which 
the mould Is shedding invisible clouds 
of infecting spores. Plums and cher¬ 
ries are particular offenders In this 
regard, apples and pears and bush 
fruits to a somewhat lesser extenL 

An asaential chore In garden sani¬ 
tation. then, is to make a careful In¬ 
spection of your trees after the leaves 
are down, removing all fruits arhich 
are reluctant to fall. If you are ladder- 
shy. as I am, knock thnn off adth a 
long pole, but don't leave them lying 
around on the ground. If you can't 
bum them, bury them at leM a foot 
deep In a spot well rem«nra d from tha 
fruit treesi 


I must make It dear that this.re¬ 
moval of mummified fruit isn't a 
cureall and doesn't take the place of 
a winter spray, for many pest eggs 
and disease spores spend the winter 
on the bark and woody parts of the 
tree. A coirodve chemical such as 
Ume sulphur or dormant oil spray 
can he used safely on a tree after all 
the leaves are down and will clean 
up moat of the remaining parasites. 
By the same token, though. It Is 
unwise to rely upon the winter spray 
te disinfect any clinging fruits, for 
one single wizened plum missed or 
Incompletely Covered can infect eveiy 
plum tree In the neighborhood, 
see 

To Ihoae gardeners who have de¬ 
veloped a fear or antipathy toward 
poison qiraya. I should point out 
that the winter dormant sprays are 
not poisonous in the same senaa 
that alih-bi and DDT are poiaonoua. 
They could un you. It la true. Just 
aa the L^eol you pour on a cut linger 
could kill you If you drank tha stuff, 
but the action of tha winter deanalng 
sprays Is more oorrosiva than tialy 
poisonous.
